The cause of the sudden appear 
ance of so many gangs of bandits 
in these regions is, principally, the

menced after ‘the fall of Waichow, 
but had to be stopped owing to the 
lack of funds, and the reappear= 
ance of soldiers who went into 
concealment after thelr defeat, 
The present situation In these. re- 
pions is that trade ig being, great- 
ly hampered and in many instances - 
in actual suspension, and the peo- 
ple are in daily and. nightly fear 
of sudden raids by these bandits, 
During his stay at Waichow, Gene- 
ral Chang Kai-shek will devise 
means to exterminate these, bandits 
andl to prevent further robberies. 
This may prevent him from return- 
ing to Canton before the year 
closes. . 

Serious as the brigandage evil is 
in the East River sector, conditions 
are said to be worse atilt in tha 
lower reach of the North River and 
in western and southern sectors. 
The brigands in the western pare 
have a small 
squadron of armed ‘launches, and 
on Christmas Day all native craft 
trading onthe. North and West 
Rivers, and in the delta, suspended 
their sailings suddenly, because 
news was received in Canton to 
the effect that these armed

FIGURES FROM MEDICAL 
REPORT. — 


Among the papers Inid before the 
Legislative Council this morning 
was the Medical Report for 1924. 

The. population of the Colony is 
estimaied to be:—British and 
foreign civilians 16,000, Chinese 
civilians 783,540: total number of 
Chinese births registered 3,826, 
total number of non-Chinese births 
317. . 


The general birth rate for the 
civil population is said to be 58 
and that of the Chinese 6.47 per 
1,000, It is practically ‘Impossible 
to arrive at a correct estimate of 


_ {the Chinese birth rate. 


The total number of deaths wae 
15,553 and the general civilian 
death rate was 21.75 per 1,000. 
Of this total, there were 16,301 
Chinese and 24Y non-chinese civili- 
ans and the. death rate was 
respectively 21.9 and. 15.06 per 
1,000. 

. The yenr 1924 was free from any 
serious outbreak of  infpetious 
disease, the epidemic of small-pox 
which commenced during the Inst 
three months of 1923 reached its 
highest in January and then rapid- 
iy declined.

‘Chinese Miniater in London thelr 
appreciation of the friendship 
and goodswill shown them by the 
officiala and peepte of China and

Tokyo, Dee. Tore than’ 100 
Japanese workinen were killed or 


wounded In a bloody battle between 


Tshrumi, midway batween Tokyo 
and Yokohama. Fighting lasted 
throngh an-entire night of terror, 
with police unable lo do more than 
keep reinforcements from joining 
the slaughter, 

It is estimated by the police thet 
al feast 1.500 men armed awi'h 
rifles, revolvers, swards and clubs 
participated inthe combat. About 
half of them were drunk and the 
authorities are inclined to atiri- 
bute the tragedy to the fact that

Noise of the battle, the sounds 
of constant gun-fire, the cries 
ef wounded ‘and dying, could he 
heard several miles and dawn nis- 
closed a scene of indescribable con- 
fusion, Several persens caught in 
the vicinity were killed or wound- 
cd, including‘ woman carrying a 
child, who were both fatally In- 
jured, 

Five-hundred police from Yoko

The authorities are ata loss te 
explain how the clash could have 
cecurred without warning. They 
have ordered a careful investiga- 
dion of the causes’ back of the 
event, and if it is found that em- 
ptoyers had anything to do with 
inciting workmen, drasti¢ action 
will be taken.—United Press,

Re- 
sentment ‘in tvo house’ of repre- 
sentatives was crystallized in a 
bill offered by Senator Laguardia, 
of New York, changing the sent- 
ence from five years suspension 
to 30 days’ withdrawal from active 
duty.

REASONS FOR DELAY. 


When the Logislative Council 
assembled thia morning, 
Acting Colonial Secretary, tho 
Hon. Mr. A. G. M. Fletcher, rofor- 
ring to the papers laid on the 
table, explained that the delay 
in thoir being ‘issucd was due to 
tho.trouble in the ‘middle of the 
yoar, and ho exprossed the 
Government’s rogrot ‘that the 
reports could not be got ready 
earlior, Tho Government prin- 
tors had beon affected by: tho 
strike, and many had not yot 
roturned, It was nocossary to 
have the more important work, 
such as the Estimates and tho 
Civil Sorvice Blue Book, taken in 
}hand, and tho dolay with othor 
work waa unavoidable:

THE CHINESE PROBLEM. 


Tho annual report’ of the Direc- 
tor of Education has just’ bcen 
tasued.- In the introductory survey 
Mr. G. N, Orme says: 

The ndmbers and cireumstances 
of British children in this distant 
Colony make it at once feasible and 
desirable to provide theni all with 
an edueation, in Government 
schools as nearly as possible equal 
and similar to what they cou'd find 
at home, until such age as they are 
called on cither to go home, or to 
seek employment locally. It is 
natural Lhat parents should take an 
early opportunity of sending, or 
better still of taking, their children 
to be edachted, in their own coun- 
try; and consequently inevitable 
that most of our British children 
should be leaving at an early age. 
At the end of last year there were 
415 British children at school ‘here, 
of whom on‘y 10L or 24.3 per cent. 
were over 12 years old. It is true 
that an ineressing number of Bri- 
tish children are finding letal em- 
ployment direct from school, but it 
is a-matier for regret that of those 
who remain in the Colony, only a 
smil! preportion stay at school 
after their services have once be- 
This is 
bad for the pupils and discouraging 
to the staff. : 

Other communities for which 
separate provision for education 
is needed are the Portuguese and 
the Indian. The children of the 
former usually attend one or other 
of the Roman Catholic schools 
which’ are privately managed but 
assisted with Government Grants, 
The Indian children usually uttend 
the Indian School at Sookunpo. 

Chinese Problem, 

The problem of Chinese children 
ix different. Their numbers are so 
large that-it is impossible for the 
Government to take charge of the 
education of all. The principle 
adopted is to endeavour to set a 
good standard of work in Govern- 
ment Schools while giving ASSIS- 
tance hy grants or subsidies to all 
private schools which 2 ach the re- 
quired modest standard of effi- 
ciency. ‘ 

Our task then, as regards Gov- 
ernment Schools, is to obtain au 
adequate and quatified staff and a 
guitable curriculum: as regards 
private schools to give such assis- 
tunce as we may without unduly 
limiting their freedom. 

In a Colony like this, where the 
demand for education exceeds the

, LAND FOR UNIVERSITY, 


A gift of Innd at West Point. by + 

the War Office to the Hongkong 
‘Government for the purposes of 
University extension was made the ' 
subject of u special resolution of 
thanks at this morning’s meeting of 
the . Legislative * Council, ‘The 
Colonial Secretary (the Hon. Mr. 
‘A. G M. Fictcher) moved the fol, 
lowihg resolution:— 
- “Resolved that whereas the War 
Oifice has: presented to the 
Government of Hongkong, for pur- 
poses of the University” of? Hong: 
kong, the sites of Fly Point and 
Elliott Batteries, this Council 
hereby records its deep apprecia- 
tion of this generous gift.” 

Mr. Fletcher explained that these 
two sites, were just west of the 
University and in close proximity 
to it. It had long been thought 
desiratite that the land should be 
acquired for the purposes of 
University extension and - when 
Sir Jonn Oakley came to the 


Colony in the late summer of 192347. 


in “connection with the Military 
Lands Question he was. asked to 
value these two sites in a supple- 
mentary report so that the Govern- 
ment could have an idea of the 
cost if it considered acquisition 
degirable. The land was not re- 
quired for the re-provisioning of 
the garrison, and Sir John valued 
the land at $76,580. The area was 
190,450 square feet at the price of 
40 cents per foot. Sir Edward 
Stubbs made representations to the 
War Office, and now the War Office 
had most generously come forward 
and made a gift of the land on the 
‘distinct understanding that it was 
used for University extension pur- 
poses. He begged to move the 
resolution of ‘thanks. 


The Hon. Sir Henry Pollock

Unofficial Members of the Coune’! 
expressed appreciation of the War 
‘Offiee’s genercus gift. ' 

The resolution was carried.

For classes, the maximum 
number allowed is 30 in Govern- 
ment Schools, 40 in Grant Schoola 
and 50 in other schools, and it is 
hoped that with increased facilities 
there will be no further excuse for 
exceeding these numbers. 
Excessive Numbers, 

In sehools, as in -clayses, the 

temptation to excessive numbers 


exists, but less in private than in 
Government Schools, which feel an 
obligation to meet public demands 
and are not so severely limited by 
economic necessities. It is a ques- 
tion whether any attempt should be 
made to enlarge these ibeyond the 
limit of one man’s supervision, and 
of mutuzl interest and sympathy 
throughout the school. It must re- 
main a matter of opinion what 


that number is, whether 1,000, 500 | Sem 


or 250 or less, ‘but I think there is 
no doubt that the larger figures 
must spell some loss in necessary 
‘attention to the individual pupil. 

In Chinese ag in British schools 
there is a further temptation for 
parents, teachers and pupils to 
seek a short road to the acquisition 
of means of livelihood. | This 
carries with it two attendant dan- 
gers, first that the foundation’ of 
the pupil’s life, which can only be 
based on an understanding of his 
mother tongue, will be deserted too 
soon for the -more immediately 
profitable atudy of English, and 
second, that external results will 
be sought in preference to real 
mental and mora) progress. The 
first of these dangers has been 
noticed by recent commissions on 
native education in Africa and 
India, and here in Hongkong we 
have less excuse for neglecting, a8 
we have greater reason for cn- 
couraging, the Initial stage of a 
good understanding of their own 
language. Here, even méré than 
in other countries, it is the neces- 
sary condition of any goed educa- 
tion in a foreign tongue. 

Another Danger. 

The second danger is more ¢on- 
siderable, and more cluslve. ‘The 
final examination passed, the 
earcer ‘safely entered, scem the na- 
tural goal of a boy’s education, and 
parents, teachers, and pupils alike 
have accustomed themselves” to.
